HUNTINGDON  RURAL  DISTRICT  FOR  1965 


To  the  Huntingdon  Rural  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  eighth  Annual  Report  on 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1965. 

The  District  is  one  of  the  larger  Rural  Districts  in  the  newly 
formed  County  of  Huntingdon  and  Peterborough,  in  which  it 
enjoys  an  almost  central  position,  lying  mainly  to  the  north  and 
west  of  Huntingdon. 

It  is  made  up  of  a large  number  of  villages,  and  whilst 
agriculture  is  the  chief  industry,  many  people  who  find  employ- 
ment in  Huntingdon  and  Peterborough  make  their  homes  in  the 
area.  There  are  several  large  Airfields,  and  many  British  and 
American  Air  Force  Personnel  and  their  families  are  also  residents. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population 
to  be  14,820,  a drop  of  230  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

There  were  249  live  births,  as  compared  with  313  during 
the  previous  year,  which  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  16.8  per 
thousand  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  19.3  per  thousand  comparable 
to  the  rate  of  18.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

Ninety-one  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  51  being  males 
and  40  females.  The  crude  death  rate  is  6.1  and  the  adjusted 
rate  9.3  per  thousand  comparable  to  a rate  of  11.5  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Measles  was  by  far  the  most  frequently  occurring  infectious 
disease,  260  cases  being  notified.  It  was  spread  surprisingly 
evenly  over  the  age  groups  of  from  1 year  to  10  years.  Ten  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough  and  five  each  of  Pneumonia  and  Dysentery 
were  also  notified. 

The  Sewerage  scheme  for  the  Stukeleys  was  approved  in 
principle  at  an  enquiry  which  was  held  on  March  9th,  1965,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  work  will  begin  during  1966.  The  sewage  works 
at  Alconbury  are  also  to  be  enlarged.  At  Brampton  the  capacity 
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of  the  sewers  and  also  that  of  the  works  are  being  increased  at 
the  present  time. 

I record  with  pleasure  the  opening  of  Hilary  Lodge, 
Brampton,  on  August  11th,  1965.  This  provides  accommodation 
for  elderly  persons  who  do  not  wish  to  manage  a house  where 
attention  to  a fire  and  a garden  are  needed,  but  who  cherish  their 
own  privacy.  Hilary  Lodge  is  pleasantly  sited  with  a fine  garden, 
and  is  centrally  heated  throughout.  A warden  can  be  called  in 
emergencies  by  pressing  a bell,  and  each  tenant  has  their  own  key. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector’s  report  gives  details  of  an 
accident  which  occurred  at  Spaldwick  in  which  drums  of  a 
dangerous  substance  (Ethyl  Acrylate)  were  thrown  from  a vehicle. 
Results  could  have  been  very  serious  indeed  had  not  those  persons 
initially  at  the  scene  acted  prudently,  and  even  then  the  proprietors 
of  the  shop  had  nearly  the  whole  of  their  Christmas  stock  ruined. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council, 
their  Officers  and  Staff,  and  my  Professional  Colleagues  in  the 
District  for  all  the  help  which  they  gave  me  during  the  year.

PROPOSED  SEWERAGE  SCHEME  FOR  THE  STUKELEYS 
Following  an  inquiry  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
a scheme  for  sewering  these  two  villages  was  approved  in  principle.  It  is  con- 
fidently expected  that  work  will  commence  during  1966  and  in  the  meantime 
detailed  plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Alconbury 
are  being  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers.  The  enlargement 
is  not  only  necessary  to  cope  with  sewage  from  The  Stukeleys  but  also  new 
development  in  Alconbury  and  Alconbury  Weston  which  is  likely  to  be 
considerable. 

PROPOSED  SEWERAGE  SCHEME  FOR  GREAT  GIDDING 
The  sites  for  the  sewage  works  and  pumping  station  have  been  approved  by 
the  planning  authority  and  the  acquisition  is  almost  completed. 
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PROPOSED  SEWERAGE  SCHEME  FOR  ELLINGTON,  EASTON  AND

Very  Little  progress  has  been  made  on  the  preliminaries  to  this  scheme  during 
1965  other  than  the  terms  of  acquisition  of  the  sites  for  two  pumping  stations 
and  the  sewage  works  have  been  agreed  by  the  District  Valuer.

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In  November  1965  a number  of  drums  of  liquid  were  thrown  from  a vehicle 
after  it  had  hit  the  kerb  in  Spaldwick.  Some  of  the  drums  were  damaged  and 
discharged  liquid  over  the  road  and  verge  very  close  to  a small  general  shop 
and  milk  depot.  The  liquid  was  of  an  obnoxious  nature  and  proved  to  be  highly 
inflammable.  From  information  received  from  the  police  it  appeared  that  the 
driver  of  the  vehicle  was  ignorant  of  the  load  he  carried  which  was  labelled 
“Ethyl  Acetate”  and  With  the  international  flame  symbol.  So  far  as  could  be  as- 
certained it  was  not  a petroleum  mixture  as  defined  by  the  Petroleum  Regulations. 

After  taking  the  advice  of  chemists  it  was  decided  to  convey  the  damaged 
drums  to  a refuse  tip,  to  excavate  a shallow  trench,  to  spread  lime  in  the  excava- 
tion, to  pour  the  liquid  into  the  trench  and  cover  the  area  with  lime.  This  was 
carried  out  with  the  Police  and  Fire  Service  in  attendance.  The  vehicle  used  to 
carry  the  damaged  drums  was  also  treated  with  lime. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Highways  department  of  the  County  Council 
the  area  of  contamination  at  the  site  of  the  spillage  was,  for  temporary  purposes 
also  treated  with  lime.  This  was  followed  by  skimming  off  the  surface  of  the 
verge  and  garden  land  to  a depth  of  approximately  four  inches,  and  treating  the 
whole  area  with  lime.  The  highway  hard  surfaces  were  also  washed  down  and 
spread  with  lime. 
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The  general  shop  was  seriously  affected  by  the  vapour  and  practically  the 
whole  of  the  stock  was  rendered  unfit  for  human  consumption.  It  was  necessary 
to  close  the  shop  and  it  could  not  be  reopened  for  nearly  five  weeks. 

The  disturbing  features  of  the  case  are  that  although  the  labels  on  the  drums 
specified  the  contents  to  be  Ethyl  Acetate  the  liquid  was  found  to  be  Ethyl 
Acrylate,  that  the  driver  of  the  vehicle  was  completely  unaware  of  the  dangerous 
material  he  was  carrying,  that  the  public  should  be  put  at  a risk  by  the  material 
being  carried  in  drums  on  a vehicle  with  insufficient  means  of  preventing  them 
falling  from  it  and  that  there  appeared  to  be  no  immediate  source  of  information 
to  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  liquid  could  be  neutralized.

Brampton  River  Intake  Scheme

The  official  opening  took  place  on 
30th  September  1965. 

The  scheme  is  designed  to  take  a maximum  of  one  million 
gallons  per  day  and  includes  a water  softening  plant.
